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A Brief History of 
Relief Painting. 


Relief painting, sometimes called 
Bas relief has been around since man 
started carving images on stone. A re- 
lief painting can be carved into a flat 
surface to create dimension (this is 
called subtractive) or it can be an im- 
age that is built up upon a flat surface 
with some kind of material such as 
clay, plaster, cement, 
drywall compound 
etc (called additive 
relief). This now 
gives you a “raised 
surface rather than 
a flat 2- dimensional 
surface. Relief is 
also called relievo 
(from Italian re- 
lievare, "to raise” 
Many sculptures 
and wall art were made this way by 
the Egyptians, Mayans, Assyrians on 
other ancient cultures, Later Greek 
and Italian artists would often create 
figures that projected out from a flat 
surface. In the Middle ages, relief 
sculpting was popular in churches 
using stone, terracotta and marble. 

Low relief sculptures were called 
bas relief and high relief sculptures 
were called alto relief. Sunken relief 
was used a lot by the early Egyptians 
where the image was carved into the 
surface. Greek and Italian sculpture 
did allot of high relief sculpting

where sometimes much of the relief 
stood out from the surface often 
where arms and limbs appear de- 
tached from the surface. 


Relief Painting came 
from Relief Sculpting! 


Relief has primarily been a form of 
sculpture, but more recently it has be- 
come a form of painting by either 
mixing these materials 
into paint before ap- 
plying to canvas or 
wood, or by painting 
over built-up materials 
afterwards to make the 
painting look 3-di- 
mensional rather than 
just a flat painting. 

Giving depth to a 
painting enhances the 
painting from many 
angles. It increases the skill level by 
learning both painting and sculpting 
techniques. Today there are many 
ways to create bas relief paintings, My 
first bas relief was the painting of a 
lion on wood. I wanted his face and 
parts of his body to stand out so I 
used a tub of wood putty to build it 
up. It worked great because I could 
use water to make smooth surfaces 
like clay and on rough areas I could 
drop a little sand on the surface to 
give it texture, When it hardened I 
could prime and paint it. I have also 
done relief paintings d odds up 


surfaces using a hot glue gun, as well 
as air dry clay. 


Two Ways to Create Texture 
on Canvas- 
#1 Change the Paint! 


The most elementary form of bas 
painting is when fine artists use tex- 
tured paint. There are too basic 
methods for creating a texture on a 
canvas or paint surface. The first is to 
thicken the paint by using additives 
or mediums to the paint. First there 
are commercial Gel mediums that 
you can mix with your paint to 
thicken it. The mediums come in 


different viscosity to achieve different # 


paint thickness and can help add tex- 
ture to the canvass with a brush. 

To get an even thicker paint often 
artists add molding or modeling 
pcd When mixed with dod it will

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need to be applied to a canvas with a 
palette knife. Acrylic artist can create 
fantastic textures with this because it 
is often made with marble dust, and 
acrylic polymer emulsion to make a 
very thick and highly viscous paint. 
Textured gel can include sand, stucco 
or pumice to give a gritty texture. In 
certain projects, I use a luminous gel 
media that has minute bits of glitter 
in it and it gives the paint a shimmer 
on the surface. 

Many artists make their own media 
by adding material to PVC glue and 
water. You can use all kinds of mate- 
rial for this, including baking soda, 
sand, corn starch, flour, talcum pow- 
der, even coffee. Caution must be 
made though, because certain or- 
ganic items can develop mold over 
time and even degrade quicker than 
proven commercial products. 


Method Two- 
Change the Paint Surface 


The second method of achieving 
texture is by changing the substrate of 
the surface before you paint over it. 
Many artists will use a watered down 
glue to attache toilet paper, tissue pa- 
per or even paper towels to their can- 
vas to create subtle textures. The 
method is often used to create beach 
shorelines or roaring waves. One 
unique method is gluing broken 
eggshells to a canvas with Mod Podge 
to give a mosaic or stone wall effect. 


Relief Painting with 
Drywall Compound! 


In the past, most bas relief art was 
done using clay or plaster. At the 
time, it was very inexpensive and 
readily available in Europe and the 
Middle East. Plaster was easily mold- 
able but hardened into a strong sur- 
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face. Plaster contained minerals like 
sand, gypsum and lime and cement in 
a powdered form and could be mixed 
with water into a workable paste. It is 
still used by many to decorate walls 
and buildings with exquisite decora- 
tions and art. Cement and plaster is 
more durable in this respect. 

But for artist, many have started us- 
ing drywall compound. It is cheaper 
and can be purchased at any big box 
home or hardware store. Drywall 
compound is also a form of gypsum. 
Plaster, however, has lime in it. When 
it mixes with water this causes a 
chemical reaction that releases heat 
and makes the plaster set quickly. 
Drywall compound is mostly gypsum 
powder so drys much slower and 
makes it easier to work with as an 
artist. You can get it premixed but us- 
ing the powder bags gives you the ad- 
vantage of varying the thickness. You 
can make subtle stucco backgrounds

and then thicken it for great rock for- 
mations protruding from your canvas 
or wood surface (see above). 

Once finished, you can varnish or 
resin-coat it as a strong protective fin- 
ish. 

So if you want to break away from 
plain old 2d painting- give relief 
painting a try. -746-

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Fluid art or acrylic pours have become extremely popular now a 
days. The mix of acrylic paint with different additives like alcohol, 
silicone, Floetrol and even WD-40 create astonishing paintings. It is 
all based on the principle that oil and water don't mix. Oil-based 
liquids when mixed with water-based Acrylic paint will reduce the 
density of paint and create beautiful cells and patterns Many 
techniques like pouring, swiping, blowing and torching give different 
effects. Sometimes patterns are made by using feathers, chains, 
marbles, string and other objects. 

The great thing about doing acrylic pours is that it is truly “painting 
without a brush" and you don't need drawing or painting skills to 
make a masterpiece.

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Featured article - What the Blazes are Glazes? 


Its funny, I never even heard of 
glazes while going to art school. For 
some reason, it simply was not 
taught. Perhaps because it is often a 
little used technique, or perhaps it 
was for a more advanced study or 
maybe it was because it is often 
used as a finishing technique rather 
then a painting lesson or process. 
Glazing is an ancient 
technique that is 
recently finding a 
revival among oil 
painters and acrylic 
artists today! 

Glazing paintings 
was a lost art often 
used by the great Old 
Master like Rubens, 
Raphael, Titian and 
even Leonardo da 
Vinci. It is the glazing technique 
that make a Vermeer look like a 
Vermeer and a Rembrandt a 
Rembrandt, it was the glazing that 
gave their paintings such warm 
glow and golden hue. This is seldom 
replicated today, but many are 
starting to discover its secrets again. 

Glazing has its roots in oil 
painting but the technique slowly 
died off due to the invention of 
plastic and many painters switching 
to acrylic. Part of the reason for the 
wane was because of the fact that 
glazing can be a slow and tedious 
process when often paintings today 
are made to be quick and 
commercial. The renaissance 
painters had the luxury of rich 
patronage employing them for their 
courts and churches so had time to 
paint their masterpieces. 

The Dutch Masters are credited 
with discovering and initially using 
this technique. It is believed that the 
Flemish painter Jan van Eyck 
invented it. He would often paint a 
realistic black and white painting 
(almost adding like an old 
photograph) and then add the color 
later as a series of glazes. 
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Rembrandt self portrait 


So what is glazing and why is it 
so unique? Though quite complex in 
its use and methods, basically 
glazing is a build up of very thin 
transparent layers of paint. Rather 
than just a thick glob of built up 
drab paint, small thin layers produce 
a transparency. Rather than bounce 
light off the surface, the thin layers 
cause the light to 
penetrate through the 
thin transparent layers 
and reflect the image 
below back through the 
layers to the viewer. This 
gives the painting more 
than a depiction in color 
but a refection of light 
thus creating a warmth 
and glow to the painting. 

This is mostly 
apparent in oil painting because oil 
in itself is transparent so by adding 
small layers of built up pigment you 
can brighten up what would

normally be a dull and drab surface. 
The color of the painted surface 
becomes deeper and richer. 

From the 14th to the 19th century 
glazing had been perfected by many 
methods. Different artists used 
glazing in different ways. Some, like 
Vermeer, painted their under- 
painting in black and white,

developing the values before apply 
tinted glazes to build up the color. 
This technique was galled 
“grisaille” which is French for 
“gray” Others, like Caravaggio 
would use a sepia or brown under- 
painting and after the work dried 
they would paint over it in colored 
glaze layers. The darks and lights 
of the under-painting would shine 
through the thin layer of color 
making the darks rich and the 
whites glow and giving a vividness 
to the color almost like a stain- 
glass window. 

Other artists simply used glazes 
as a tint, They might take a painting 
and add a yellow or red glaze to 
create a certain hue. Some artists 
apply different tinted glazes to

different parts of a picture. This is 
done by many acrylic artists today. 
After the painting is dry, they may 
apply a yellow tint over the sky and 
water to warm up the image, or they 
may apply a blue or green tint to 
cool down other parts of the paint. 

As you can imagine, applying 
many thin layers of glaze and 
waiting for each one to dry 
(Particularly oil) could be quite 
time consuming . But for many, the 
process is worth the results. Glazes 
can liven up a dull painting and 
make the colors dance in the light. 

Try adding glazes to your arsenal 
of paint techniques today and paint 
like the Old Masters. I think you 
will be amazed at the results!
